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THE GRAVE 


(By GEOFFREY COULTER, M.A.) 


AMOA, sacred to millions as the last 
resting-place ot Robert Louis 
Stevenson, 1s the scene of angry passions 
to-day. The genesis of the trouble, iow 
as in his day, lies in the forcing of modern 
commercial civilisation upon a stone-age 
people. 

The Samoan = Archipelago 
fourteen islands in the South 
lying some fifteen hundred miles N.N.W. 
of New Zealand. Before the coming of 
the white traders these islands constituted 
a veritable paradise of the type so beloved 
by romantic novelists, and so rare in the 
geography of facts. Victure to yourselt a 
cluster of islands of irregular shape—by 
no means insignificant in size, yet 
not so large as to seem anything other 
than islands—set in a caim, biue tropic 
sea. Lime-white coral beaches stretch 
dazzlingly bright under a cloudless sun. 
Dense forests of the richest green rise 
from the shore. and clothe the undulating 
flanks of peaks (some of them volcanic in 
origin) rising to a height of four thousand 
feet. Gigantic hard-wood tres give 
diznity to these forests; magnificent treo 
ferns lend them e¢race, and the purple 
boucainvillea and the scarlet hibiscus ad’ 
colour. 

So' did God make Samoa—an eartaly 
paradise—nor did He stop at making 
Samoa beautiful to tne eve. He planted 
it as a garden with al! things needful for 
the happiness of a simple people. Phe 
hottest dav in Samoa is not hotter than 
the hottest summer day in Ireland; the 
coldest day in the Samoan winter is no 
colder than a cold day here in Jnly. 
Housing and clothing, therefore, were 
simple problems. From the hard-wood 
trees the natives their wooden

The Samoans, im 
innocence, “i pe nan ng 
inhabitants of adjacent group 
were the only human beings in existence. 
They had seen no craft larger than the 
native canoe, and ee — Oey 
sailing-ship appeared off their coa 
wpe aie with astonishment and awe. 
believing that it came from the world of 
spirits. The sailors they christenéd sky- 
bursters ”; for. they said, “ these men 
have either burst through the clouds with 
their ship, or else, lifting them up, they 
have passed beneath, and come to visit 
us.” It startled them to see men, as 
they thought, with feet not divided into 
toes, and their skin provided with bags, 
into which they could place such articles 
as they wished. Seeing portions of a pig 
hanging up in the conk’s galley, they took 
it for human flesh, and hurried ashore 
lest these mysterious beings should seize 
and devour them. 

These early visitors, however, made bnt 
the briefest stays in Samoa. The first 
white settler was a Wesleyan missionary, 
the Rev. John Williams, who took up his 
abode there in 1830. Like Ireland. Samoa 
accented Christianity without shedding the 
blood of a single martyr. Malietoa, the 
chief, was the first convert. He advised 
his family to wait six weeks before 
following his example. His sons waited 
three weeks, and then—seeing that the in- 
sulted gods had not wreaked vengeance on 
their father — “they gathered their 
horrified friends together, and in their 
presence ate the sacred fish called anew ’’ 
(a species of mullet). When no ill- 
consequences attended this sacrilege, a 
great meeting was summoned, and the 
chief war god—‘‘ an indelibly sacred hit 
of matting, dropping to pieces with age’’— 
was sentenced to be drowned in the depths 
of the sea. It was spared that fate, 
however, being presented to the Rev. Mr. 
Williams instead, who sent it to London, 
where it may still, T believe, he seen. in 
the museum of the London Missionary 
Society. 


GATHERING CLOUDS, 


In 1839 the shadow of empire first 
touched Samoa. The United States 
explorer, Charles Wilkes, surveyed the 
Archipelago, and negotiated a treaty with 
the natives, desicned to sectire the harhour 
cf Pago Pago. Mrs. Churchill (wife of an 
American consul in Samoa), in her book, 
‘Samoa 'nma,” writes:—‘ At this time 
navies had not begun to see the necessity 
for coaling-stations. ... The reason fer 
the presence of the United States.in Samoa 
is to be found in the annals of the whale 
fishery. Following the whale fleet 
came consuls tp arrange their disputes . 
How it happened that the English had 
interests in Samoa is one of those things 
that seareely need explanation. It is 
quite the usual thing to find the British 
Empire, ‘morning drum-beat and all,’ 
fractioned off all over the world. .... 
What brought the Germans to Samoa, 
what gave them that absolute trade 
supremacy . , was plain, ordinary 
commerce, the selling dear and buying 
cheap, extending credit to a people who 
never yet have learned that between.a hill 
and a receipt there is any difference 
worthy of consideration, and who woald 
mortgage anything of the future te obtain 
the obsect of present desire.” It was 
precisely this “ plain, ordinary commerce”’ 
which constituted the greatest possible 
injustice against an untuatored people. 

From this time onward the traders 
of ‘different nations were continually 
‘ntmgung for monopoly, entering into 
native disputes, and backing up one 
faction against another. In 1877 the 
American Consul hoisted the stars ond 
stripes, but his Covernment repudiated 
this action—consolidsting ‘its possession of 
Pago Pago as a coaline-station, however, 
mst a year later. Germany obtain«d 
Seluafata Harbour a vear later. | The 
consuls of the three interested Powers, 
Fngluand, Germany and U,S.A., now 
necame deeply involved in native politics. 

Iu 1857-8 civil war raged between rival 
chiefs, the German residents supporting 
Tamasese, and the British and Americans 
supporting Mnrtieton. When Malieton had 
heen cantured and deported they trans- 
ferred their support to Mataafa. On the 
hfteenth of March, 1889, seven warships- - 
three German, three American and one 
British—were lying in Apia Harbour. Tho 
mainland was in the throes of war, and 
the shins of the rival white Powers were 
on the point of turning their guns on one 
mother. A mightier Power intervened— 
He who rides upon the storm. “ "The 
i2itation of the sea surpassed expertence 
rnd description” wrote Robert Louis 
Stevenson. “ Before’ night with the 
exception of the Calliope, every shiv and 
craft had been sunk. broken upon the coral 
reefs, or beached.’” One hundred and fifty 
lives were lo&tr, 

This disaster had a sobering effect upon 
the Powers involved, and, at a conference 
n Berlin, a treaty was signed, by virtue 
af which the independence of the islands 
was guaranteed. Mal'etoa was restored an 
King, and the ‘three Powers jointly 
appointed a Chief Justice and a President 
of the municipalitv of Avia to aid in 
eerrving ont the — treaty. Friction, 
hows.vor... enblintted: hath Ghaifean the 
nalionals of the three Powers, and between 
Whifos end natives. 

When Malietoa died in 1898 civil war 
again broke out between Mataafa and thi 
hoy Kine chosen bv. the white Chief 
Justice. The Germans supported Ma‘aat», 
and the situation eventually became. so 
emberress'neg to the Powers involved that 
in 1900 ‘Enelend : relinquished all her 
claims in return for concessions in other 
parts of the world, and the United States 
withdrew from eight’ of the fourteen 
islands. ‘ 


SAMOA TO-DAY. 
On the 30th Avenust,. 1914 


Zealand expeditionery force 
Germen Samoa. and-on May 7th, 1919, the 
Supreme ‘Council im Parts .conferred ' a 
mandate for the islands on New Zealand. 
Government is carried out by a Military 
Administrator appointed by New Zealnnd, 
essisted by a legislative counci!] (composed 
of Whites of di”erent national'ties), and 4 
consultative council of natives. 

The root of the trouble in Samoa to-day 
is undoubtedly’ the undue pressure of 
economic conditions imposed by modern 
commerce. Stevenson in his “ Footnote 
to History,” put it thus:—‘' There is so 
much copra in the islands; and no more ; 
a man's share of it is his share of bread ; 
and commerce, like politics; is here 
narrowed to a focus, shows its ugly side. 
end becomes as personal as fisticuffs.”’ 
However it may end, the Samoa of a 
hundred years ago is gone, never to 
return. The Samoans of to-day have 
retrained many of the good aqnalities 
of their forefathers, and have shown them- 
selves, more than anv other Pacific race, 
intell‘vent and industrious. In 1920 [hh 
Rev. W. EF. Clarke was able to state tha‘, 
‘“nrobably not one “per cent. ef the 
Samoans is unable to read and write.”’ 
Not every Fuvovean race cor'!d make that 
á ask Tot ne sev. to thar. in their own 
liquid ard music! tonne, “fa manvia ma 
ia g9if a im “May blessing and health 
ever be yovrs.’’

“ Couting.”” 


From. time to time references are made 
in the English Press to the unpleasant 
habit of ‘‘touting’’ for custom which 
prevails in those localities chiefly 
inhabited by the tailoring fraternity in 
Londen. Delving into the records of 
old Dublin, one comes across evidence that 
the practice is by no means a new one. 
In the latter years of the eighteenth 
century, when (Corn Market was mostly 
cccupied by haberdashers and woollen 
drapers, a walk through the street was a 
thing to be avoided, on account of the 
“ pluckers in,” as they were called, who 
were stationed outside the shops to 
induce customers to enter. Haberdashery 
was only a later phase of this historical 
street; in earlier times, as the name 
indicates, it was a market for grain. 
Earlier still. it was famous for its Bull 
Ring, and the ceremonies connected with 
it, which included the annual appoint- 
ment of a “ Maior’’ to look after the 
morals of the young hachelors of the citv. 
Here peace or war was formally pro- 
claimed by the Ulster King-at-Arms, 
banns of marriage published, and public 
punishments, such as riding the wooden 
horse, or standing in the pillory with ears 
nailed thereto, inflicted. 


Wood Sorrell or Shamrock ? 


A Sanctuary lamp for San Francisco 
now being wrought in the workshop of 
Miss Cranwill in Killiney shows the 
exalus, or wood sorrell, in several places 
as part of its detail. The lamp, which is 
of silver and 7fit. by 6, is of Gothic design, 
but Miss Cranwill was requested to intro- 
duce Irish “ feeling ” wherever it was 
possible. The crotchets on the spire, 
instead of representing the vine leaf in 
the traditional Gothic way, are orna- 
mented with the heads of the four 
Evangels and in other places the wood 
sorrell which St. Patrick is said to have 
actually used to illustrate the Trinity, 
and. not the shamrock, is introduced.

Few men with his athletic record have 
the reputation for urbanity and quiet, 
unassuming character enjoyed by Mr.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Sunday. 

There were no fresh developments during 
the past week in the movement for the 
establishment of a terminal port at Cork 
Harbour: with ‘‘free’’ port facilities 
beyond the further statement made to the 
Harbour Board by Mr. Joseph N. Mullan, 
the Executive Vice-Pre.ident of the Ire- 
land Corporation of America. 

As I foreshadowed in this column last 
week, the Little Island site has now been 
abandoned, but Mr. Mullan has not dis- 
closed the alternative location. He has 
made a request for certain technical infor- 
mation on which the estimated cost of the 
work would be based, but before going any 
further in the matter wishes to be assured 
that the members are willing to take the 
recessary steps for the improvement: of 
their harbour. 

In view of the widespread interest in 
the project, which is regarded locally as 
second only to the Shannon Electricity 
scheme, it is a matter for regret that the 
members have decided to discuss the pro- 
posal im camera at a special meeting. 


A NEW CITY. 


It is possible that Mr. F. J. Daly, a 
former Chairman of the Board, was 
voicing the opinions of a large number of 
the members when he referred to Cuskinny 
as the most logical site for such a scheme 
as that advocated. Their sole aim, he 
said, was not merely to bring tourists to 
Queenstown or to make emigration from 
there more comfortable. They must select 
some point where there was sufficient land 
available for the creation of a new city, as 
that would be the inevitable result of the 
proposed development, 

Mr. Mullan has now stated that the 
Corporation will raise no objection if the 
capital required for its promotion is raised 
in this country. The Ireland Corporation 
are willing to carry out the work under 
the direction of the Board, or they are pre- 
pared to handle the financial end of the 
scheme. 


FORD WORKS EXTENDING. 


The importance of the Ford industry 
not alone to Cork, but to the entire Free 
State; can scarcely be exaggerated. 
Virtually every week since the establish 
ment of the Marina works as the firm’s 
world headquarters for the manufacture 
of tractors additional employés have been 
taken on, until their number is now nearly 
six thousand. The ever-increasiny output 
of tractors has an important bearing on 
the trade balance of the Irish Free State. 

More than one hundred tractors, in 
addition to service parts for tractors and 
cars, are manufactured daily at the 
Marina works, and Mr. J. Clarke, the 
managing director of the firm, recently 
intimated that this output within a short 
period would be increased to one hundred 
and fiftv. and even two hundred, tractors 
daily.

AFFILIATION ORDERS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirx,—In view of the fact that it is pro- 
posed to bring before the Dail, at an early 
date, a bill dealing with affiliation orders and 
other amendments, my experience of over 
twenty years’ work for the unmarried mother 
and her child may be of general interest. 
Since the early days of St. Patrick’s Guild I 
have dealt with about 6,000 cases—30 to 40 
in the first years; 418 in 1926; 428 in 1927; 
490 in 1928; 521 in 1929, and ever on the in- 
crease. My work has been based on a 
scientific examination of every individual 
case. Every girl is interviewed personally by 
myself. On hearing the whole history, I 
check it by information received from out- 
side sources. After weighing up the different 
elements of information I lay down the line 
of action to be taken. From careful study 
of the psychology of every girl individually, 
taking into consideration her position in hie, 
character, environment, etc., the conclusion 
I have reached is that scarcely six decent- 
class Irish girls would be willing to go into 
Court. 

Only after long efforts to gain her con- 
fidence and prove to her my rea] desire to 
befriend her, will the average type of girl 
disclose the truth, either concerning her own 
identity or more especially that of the man; 
and even then it is with difficulty that she 
will permit the man to be communicated with 
under promise of seqrecy. At the very most 
and with the most careful handling, I have 
only been able to get about 30 per cent. of 
the men to become responsible. Relatively 
very few marriages have been effected. I 
never attempt to force them to take this 
step. The overwhelming desire with every 
girl worthy of help, is to save her reputation, 
and she will suffer anything in silence in 
order to hide the scandal. This also applies 
to the attitude of the parents who, in the 
majority of will become responsible 
for maintenance rather than run the risk of 
their secret. being disclosed. As for black- 
mail, in my twenty years’ experience I have 
had only one case which seemed to savour 
of it. 

It would be a very great benefit if the age 

of consent were raised to eighteen years. 
Young country girls are very often ignorant 
and their mentality less developed than that 
of city girls, and of the girls with whom I 
have come in contact the majority have 
lapsed through ignorance, or still more fre- 
quently through a rather abnormal mentality. 
Many of these girls were of decent parents 
and upbringing—some of the professional 
class—and quite 85 per cent. vielded to per- 
suasion and afterwards became self-respect- 
ing and self-supporting members of society. 
I helieve the extreme care which I have 
always taken to preserve inviolately their 
secrets, together with religious influence, has 
been largely instrumental in bringing about 
this desirable result. 
; May I add in conclusion that. if cases deal- 
ing with affiliation orders are to be dealt with 
in open Court, as the bill at present puts 
forward seems to indicate, then it is my 
considered judgment that it would be a mere 
IN of time to proceed Íurther ’—Yours,

WAR GUILT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
~Str,—In a recent leading article you ques- 
tioned Professor Kantorowicz’s statement 
that the Great War was due principally to 
the Kaiser, von Biilow and von Tirpitz. You 
Say: “ Armageddon was inevitable ’’—owing 
to hate beyond the Rhine ” and “errors 
by statesmen long. dead’’—and that it may 
take *‘one hundred years ” t» fix responsi 
bility. These are all open to question, and 
the last is nonsensical, with all the despatches 
of --ly, 1914, at hand for our guidance. 
The authors of the most dreadful calamity 
the world. has known. were the German War 
Lords, and their head was the Kaiser: a 
vainglorious fellow, with mental equipment 
about equal to Ceorge Ill, whom we have 
to thank for the loss of the United States. 

It might be argued that the Triple Alliance 
caused the War, as Austria could never 
have made a “scrap of paper” of the 
Treaty of Berlin of 1878, by her audacious 
annexation .of Bosnia and Herzegovinia in 
1908, only for being a puppet in German 
hands this annexation, coupled with the 
first German-Morocco incident, barely missed 
bringing on av European conflagration. The 
sending of the Panther sloop to Agadir a 
little later had a tike result. 

It is very much forgotten that, shortly 
before the War, the War Lords had Ger- 
many in a state of ben‘kruptey by the burden 
of arm ments they imposed on the Germun 
nation, The largest army and the laruest 
fleet in the world were their aim, and, taxa- 


tion failing them, they resorted to a “ capital 


Thus, being “at the end of their 
tether,’’ they brought on the War. Austria's 
annexation, just referred to, eventua'ly 
caused the Sarajevo murders, and the dispute 
with Servia and Russia. By lifting a finger, 
or '' pressing a button,” the Kaiser and his 
War Lords could have settled ajl thus. 
Britain, France and Italy proposed arbitra 
tion or mediation, and on several occasions 
appealed to Germany to join them, but— 
terrible to relate—Germany refused. The last 
occasion was at 4 p.m. on the 29th July, 
1914, and at midnight the belated reply 
came, not agreeing to mediation, but in 
timating an attack on France by Germany, 
and asking “if Great Britain would promise 
to remain neutral provided Germany did not 
touch Holland and took nothing from France 
but her colonies.”

From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW DELHI, Sunday. 

The Government of India has received 
an official cable confirming the news that 
a small bomb was exploded at. the Free 
School at Shrigandha, fifty miles from 
Poona. Your children were injured, but 
no one was killed. 

Mr. McMillan, the Collector at Ahmeda- 
bad, had just visited the school, and the 
bomb exploded soon ;fter he left. 

A telegram from Poona states that 
small pieces of metal, mostly copper, were 
found in the bodies of the injured 
children. 

Following the explosion, two persons, 
a Hindu and a Moslem, were arrested by 
the police at Shrigandha, but were 
released later for want of evidence against 
them. 

It is stated that the bomb was only 
one inch in diameter.

NEW DELHI, Satu rday. 

Lord Irwin, the Viceroy, speaking in 
the Legislative Assembly this morning, 
said that it had been his duty on ‘his 
return from England to make a statement 
on behalf of His. Majesty’s Government. 
‘That statement,” said his lordship, 
“stands as I made it.” 

“The intention of my statement,” he 
continued, “ of which I believe the purport 
to have been unmistakable, and which 
carried the full authority of His Majesty’s 
Government, was to focus attention on 
three salient points. 

“ Firstly, while saying that obviously 
no British Government could prejudge 
the policy which it would recommend 
to Parliament after the report of the 
Statutory Commission had been con- 
sidered, it re-stated in unequivocal terms 
the goal to which British policy in 
regard to India was directed. 

“Secondly, it emphasised Sir John 
Simon’s assertion that the facts of the 
situation compel us to make a con- 
structive attempt to face the problem of 
the Indian States. with regard to treaties 
which regulate their relations with the 
British Crown. 

“ Lastly, it intimated the intention of 
His Majesty’s Government to convene a 
conference on these matters before they 
themselves prejudged them by the 
formulation of even draft conclusions.’’ 


BRITAIN’S DESIRE TO HELP. 

He believed. he said, that it was some- 
thing of tangible value to India that those 
who demanded full equality with other 
self-governing units of the British Common- 
wealth on her behalf should know that 
Great Britain, on her side. also desired 
to.lend her assistance to India in attain- 
ing that position. 

295 The desire of most responsible opinion 
in India and that of His Majesty’s 
Government is thus the same, and. where 
unitv of purpose is so assured, we ought 
surely to be prepared to approach ithe 
practical difficulties with greater hopeful- 
ness,’’ 

The demand for Dominion -status that 
was now made on behalf. of India was 
based upon the general claim to: be free 
from the control of His Majesty’s Govern. 
ment in regard to the attributes of a self 
governing Dominion already possessed) by 
India, more especially in those fields that 
were regarded as of predominantly 
domestic interest. Here there were tea! 
difficulties in regard to which there might 
be sharp variation of opinion both = in 
India and in Great Britain. 


OBJECT OF THE CONFERENCE. 

“The existence of these difficulties 
cannot be seriously disputed, and the 
whole obiect of the Conference now }ro- 
posed is td afford an opportunity to His 
Majestv’s Government of examining, in 
free consultation with the Indian leaders 
how they may best, most rapidly and miost 
surely be surmounted. 

‘* The Conference which His Majesty’s 
Government will convene is not, indeed. 
the Conference that those have demanded 
who claimed that its duty should be: to 
proceed by way of a majority vote to the 
fashioning of an Indian Constitution 
which should thereafter be accepted tn- 
changed by Parliament. It isevident that 
any such procedure would be impracticable 
and impossible oí. reconciliation with the 
constitutional responsibility that must rest. 
both on His Majesty’s ‘Government and 
upon Parliament, but though the Confer- 
ence cannot assume ‘the duty that 
appertains to His Majesty’s Government, 
it will be convened for the purpose, hardly 
less important, of elucidating and 
| harmonising opinion and so affording 
guidance to His Majesty’s Government, 
on whom the responsibility must suhse- 
quently devolve of drafting proposals for 
the consideration of Parliament. 


FULLY REPRESENTATIVE. 

“Tt is thus evident that the intrinsic 
soundness of any particular proposals 
made, and the manner in which the ar¢u- 
ment for them is presented, will be more 
important factors in the Conference than 
the exact numerical representation enjoyed 
by any of the different sections of opinions 
that will participate in the proceedings. 
I do not now pronounce between the 
alternative methods by which the British 
Indian delegation to the Conference might 
be selected. 

‘Tt is safe to assume that the only 
desire of His Majesty’s Government will 
be that this body should, so far as possible. 
be honestly and fairly representative of all

Majesty's 
Government on the composition of the 
Conference, nor had it yet been possible 
to decide upon the date. The Imperial 
Conference, probably, would be held in 
the Autumn, and that, no doubt, would 
be one of the considerations present to 
the mind of His Majesty’s Government 
when they fixed the date for the Indian 
Conterence. 

‘That brings me to another subject 
which is closely conneeted with the time- 
table of the Conference. Honourable 
members will recall that I announced niy 
intention last May of extending the life 


of the Assembly, because, according to 
our expectations at that time. it seemed 
likely that the elections would otherwise 
be held on the eve of the publication of 
the reports of the Statutery Commission 
and of the Indian Central Committee, and 
I considered that the uncertainty which 
must result from speculation as to thie 
possible recommendations of these bodies 
couid not fail to be embarrassing both to 
candidates and voters. 


THE NEW CONSTITUTION. 

“ At the same time, I have never 
thought it would be right to deny the 
electorate all opportunity of expressing 
its views on these matters during the 
period, necessarily protracted, that must 
clapse before the final establishment of a 
new Constitution. I have accordingly 
decided that the elections should be held 
so as to permit the meeting of the new 
Assembly for the next Delhi session, and 
my recent order extending the life of the 
present Assembly to July ól of this year 
was determined by the desire to leave it 
open to decide finally upon a date for the 
elections as may subsequently be found to 
be generally convenient, having regard to 
the date ultimately fixed for the Confer- 
ence in London.”

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BELFAST MAIL 
'DELAYS. 


LOSS TO BUSINESS 
COMMUNITY. 


PRE-WAR SERVICE 
DESIRED. 


From Our BELFAST Representative. 

Belfast. business men are making strong 
complaints of the serious delay in she 
delivery of the principal English mails ‘n 
Belfast; and there is a growing demand 
for the restoration of the pre-war arrange- 
ments, particularly as regards the Kings- 
town and Holyhead route, which per- 
mitted an earlier delivery in Belfast. 

The inatter has been frequently before 
the Postal’ Committee of the Belfast 
Chamber of Commerce, and also the 
Chamber of Trade and other business 
organisations, and it is clear that busi- 
ness houses are being seriously handi- 
capped by the existing postal arrange- 
ments. 


THE PRINCIPAL DELIVERY. 

The principal English mail is due to 
arrive in Belfast via Holyhead and 
Kingstown at about 9.10 a.m., but is not 
distributed to business houses, even 10 
those within a hundred yards of the Post 
Office, very frequently until 12.30 or 
nearly one o’clock. This is particularly 
embarrassing on Saturdays, as there is no 
opportunity to reply to the letters until 
Monday. 

Should the Kingstown boat be late, as 
occasionally happens, the tails reach 
Belfast by the train which arrives here 
at 11.50 a.m., and they are not delivered 
until near three o’clock in the afternoon. 


SORTING ON THE TRAIN. 

It has been suggested that arrange- 
ments should be made by the postal 
authorities with the Great Northern Rail- 
way to run a special mail train, as before 
the war, on those occasions when the 
Kingstown boat does not arrive in time to 
enable the mails to be despatched by the 
6.40 a.m. train from Dublin. It is under- 
stood that negotiations upon the subject 
are now proceeding, and Belfast business 
men are anxiously awaiting <1 early deci- 
sion on the matter. 

It is felt, however, that there can be 
ho real improvement in the mail deliveries 
in Belfast until the pre-war arrangement 
of providing a sorting van between Kings- 
town and Belfast is restored. It is only 
by this method that an earlier delivery 
can be secured for Belfast, as it appears 
to be impossible to cut down the two hours 
which appear to be required to sort this 
mail at the Belfast General Post Office. 


THE KINGSTOWN ROUTE. 

The mail via Kingstown and Holyhead 
is the riincipal mail to Belfast from 
London, as it enables all letters posted 
in London up to the close of the business 
day to be received in Belfast on the 
following. merning. Unfortunately, full 
advantage is not taken of this route. 
which is admittedly the quickest and best 
from London. 

One Belfast business man with whom I 
discussed the subject said that the time 
had now arrived when the full pre-war 
postal arrangements. shouid be restored 
and a further -‘‘mulus given to business 
expansion. The journey between London 
and Belfast should be speeded up and 
complet: | in eleven hours, instead ol 
twelve and thirteen hours as at present. 
Belfast business men, he said, have 
tolerated too long a mail service which ‘s 
now worse than it was sixteen years ayo. 


UNDELIVERED CIRCULARS. 

He also complained that many circular 
letters posted in Belfast with halfpenny 
stamps were not delivered. 

“During the past few weeks,’’ he said, 
‘I have heard many complaints that 
circulars posted in this way failed to reach 
the addressee, and I think that this is a 
serious matter for business houses. and 
should be investigated by the postal 
authorities.’’

POSITION AT WEXFORD QUAY. 

A report was read from. Mr. A. D. 
Delap, M.Inst. C.E., Dublin, stating that 
he had visited Rosslare and examined the 
coast from the north end of the Fort 
peninsula to about one mile south of 
Rosslare Hotel. He found that more 
than one and a gquarter.miles long of 
Rosslare Point, generally known. as “' the 
Fort,” had been washed. away, leaving a 
series of banks of shingle and sand, with 
deep channels between, but all under 
water or awash at livh tide. 

The opening to Wexford Harbour 
between’ Rosslare Point and the Raven 
Point, which was a mile wide, now is over 
two and a quarter miles wide at high 
water. and it is obvious that with an 
easterly gale and spring tide very difficult 
conditions may occur at Wexford quay. 

The North Slob also was affected, as 
this great change in the entrance to Wex- 
ford Harbour exposes its embankment, 
and a gale frem east by south with a high 
tide would be very likely t@ breael: it. 


WEXFORD HARBOUR. 

The erosion on Rosslare Point has been 
going on for many years. Immense quan- 
tities of sand, swept off the outer beach 
from Rosslare, have been carricd into 
Wexford Harbour, and there is the possi- 
bility that new sand banks may be formed 
inside the harbour. These, if they grow 
to above high water, may be of great 
importance to Wexford, as they would 
form a second line of defence and might 
be secured in place by judicious planting. 
It was not likely that such sandbanks 
would be of much protection to the North 
. The erosion of Ross- 
of his 


Rieb Embankment. 
lare Point was, on the occasic. 
visit, going on very rapidly, and will go 
on until sea or weather conditions cause 
sand to collect on.the outer beach in 
sufficient quantities to’ push high water 
mark out clear of the sandhills. This 
would probably occur when fine weather 
sets in, but it was not at all likely that 
there would be sufficient growth to com- 
pensate for the ground lost this. winter. 

As far as Wexford Harbour was con- 
cerned, there was nothing to be done et 
present. Any indication of the growth cf 
sandbanks inside the harbour should be 
very caretully watched, and, if such 
should build up to high water level, they 
shoula be surveyed in and planted with 
some form of vegetation that would seeure 
the sand from further movement. 


THE SANDHILLS. 

From Rosslare Point south to Rosslare, 
about two and a half miles, the whole of 
the seaward beach has been lowered from 
three to five feet, leaving at high water 
no beach in front of the sandhills, which 
are thus exposed to the attack of the sea. 
\s a result of this the sandhills have 
been cut away for a distance in of about 
thirty feet, and high water mark generally 
is eighty to one hundred. feet inshore of 
Where it was when the Ordnance Survey 
maps were published in 1925. 

At a point south of the coastguard 
station the front of low sandhills narrows 
ta a point between the sea and the cliffs 
of clay. Rapid erosion of the cliff is 
yoing on, Saving this length of cliff and 
making it secure against further wastage 
was essential to any successful attempt to 
save the sca front from further progres- 
sive destruction. 


A NEW BEACH? 

Mr. Delap suggests that as soon as 
beach material comes in groyning on a 
progressive scale should be begun and 
continued during the summer until the 
weather breaks for next winter. 
work will have to be followed up by 
lurther expenditure in succeeding years. A 
sniall amount of experimental work could 
be done for £500, but it would take £1,500 
it any useful work is to be carried out and 
a sum of £500 per annum should be made 
available for the maintenance and 
extension of work in future. He had great 
hopes that with such sums judiciously 
and carefully expended a new beach could 
be built up wide enough to save the front 
from destruction. 

The Chairman said that since Mr. 
Delap’s visit the position in Rosslare had 
become even worse. 

Colonel C. M. Gibbon, Vice-Chairman 
ot the County Council, dealing with Mr. 
Delap’s references to the condition of the 
cliff road and to the responsibility of the 
Council for its repair and maintenance, 
said that that body ‘had’ been informed by 
their legal adviser that they were pre- 
cluded by law from spending any money 
on the protection of the coast. 


THE RESERVOIR. 

As far as the Council taking steps to 
protect the road and to deal with the 
overflow from the reservoir erected by the 
County Health Boards, was concerned 
those questions would be considered on the 
report of the Council's own engineey. 

The Chairman expressed the opinion that if 
they were not responsible for the Cliff road 
the.County Council should take steps to 
obtain money from the Government. 

Mr. Ennis, Chairman of the Tourist. De- 
velopment Association, stated. that the ‘‘liff 
rcad had now disappeared in places nearly to 
the centre, the cause being the pipes runaing 
from the reservoir, which was opened last 
year. If steps were not taken to deal wath 
the overflow on to the cliff from the voad 
and the reservoir there was a danger of the 
road opposite the reservoir going entirely, 
and of the water supply for Rosslare : being 
cut off. ‘ 

Mr. J. McMahon, one of the representatives 
of Wexford Corporation,. said that he was 
of the opinion that the County Council would 
be handling hot iron in trying to get money 
from the Government to deal with the position 
which had arisen. They should, however, 
press the Government to provide the monev 
and the engineering assistance required. : 


A SUGGESTION. 

Captain M. Murphy, of the Tourist Associa- 
tion, stated that four vears ago he brought 
under the rotice of State officers the advan- 
tages of having a pier or a good -jetty con- 
structed at Rosslare, and they asked him to 
furnish a written statement, embodying lus 
views, which he did.

WARNING TO AGITATORS. 


The Times Spectal Correspondent at New 
Delhi says in a dispatch yesterday — The 
Viceroy’s speech in the Legislative Assembly 
yesterday morning left the political situation 
very much as it was.

On the other hand, the 
galleries were completely empty, except the 
Press gallery, the official gallery, and the 
V3cerov's box, which was occupied by a num- 
ber of guests, including the Duke and Duchess 
of Sutherland and Lord and Lady Hailsham. 
This, of course, is the result of Mr. Patel’s 
ruling on the opening day, which is still the 
subject of heated comment and not a little 
ingenious kite-tlving in the Indian Press. The 
roreral opinion Is one of regret that a 
singularly uneditying squabble was allowed to 
complicate a situation. which is so full of 
grave problems of national importance.

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Mr. M. R. Heffernan, 1.D., Parliamentary 
Secretary for Posts and Telegraphs, address- 
ing a public meeting of farmers and repre- 
sentatives of other industrial interests at 
Lundrum, Co. Tipperary, on Sunday last, 
said that there were certain subjects which 
had, because of the policy of the main 
Opposition party in the State, been made the 
shuttlecocks of political strife. Appeals were 
being made to the primitive elemental 
emotions of the people. Cupidity and avarice 
were given precedence of rational thinking. He 
had in mind particularly the campaign in 
connection with the Land Commission 
annuities.

a number of years. refused to acknowledge 


the existence of the State itself, had entered 
the Parliamentary arena only under. the 
threat of political extinction. Nobody could 

‘et tell whether they had accepted the estab- 
lished political institutions, or whether, in 
the event of attaining office, they would only 
use them as a means to throw the country 
once again into the melting-pot of strife, 
either physical or economic. , There was 
always the danger that a political party 
would, in® office, have to live up to the pro- 
mises made, and if Fianna Fail made this 
effort, God help the country! | Apart from 
that aspect of things, the economic policy of 
Fianna Fail was a real danger, and should 
be feared by everybody who valued the 
commercial, industrial and agricultural 
stability of the country. Their stone- 
age policy of self-contained isolation once 
described as asteroid politics, would, if 
carried out, set back the clock of &¥conomic 
progress for a generation. 

PROTECTION AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Their panacea for unemployment and other 
evils was wholesale protection. Speaking 
recently in Cork, Mr. Lemass said that 
protéction was the key to the problems of 
emigration and wnemployment, and declared 
that protection would not. increase the cost 
of living. He regarded such statements as 
childish; for it was axiomatic that the 
general effect, of protection was to increase 
the cost of the article protected. The present 
margin of safety between solvency and bank- 
ruptcy.in agriculture was very narrow, and 
any iner¥ase in costs might bring the whole 
economic fabric of the country tumbling 
about their ears. 

Dealing with de-rating, he held that the 
whole principle of local rating was inequit- 
able and unsound. In the present case he 
was personally in favour of dé-rating, pro: 
vided that a workable scheme could be 
devised. An exact replica of the British 
scheme was impracticable. They must try 
to work out a plan more in keeping with 
conditions in the Free State. The provision 
of the necessary money from savings in 
Government expenditure would be quite 
hopeless. Reductions in Government spend- 
ing wert still as necessary as ever, and 
every effort should be made to bring them 
about. But they had no relation to de. 
rating. If economy in expenditure could be 
brought about, it should be done regardless 
of extramecus questions. The. idea that 
economy could be achieved to the extent of 
£2,000,000 just because people wanted re- 
duction in rates was ridiculous. There was 
no doubt that if agricultural land and, 
perhaps, productive industries were to be 
relieved of rates, the money for the greater 
part must be found by additional taxation. 

THE FARMERS’ BURDENS. 

There was one outstanding principle in 
regard to de-rating of agricultural land 
which must be generally accepted by all. 
Any alternative to de-vating must not in. 
crease the present burdens borne by any 
class of farmers. It must benefit all in 
some degree. It must be remembered that 
anything like a complete scheme of de-rating 
inust logically involve the abolition of local 
boards. Boards could not be placed in the 
position of spending money they do not have 
to collect. lt would mean an orgy of 
spending. 

Referring to the question of subsidised 
wheat-growing, which was favoured by the 
Opposition, he said that it was strange that 
in the minds of certain people the production 
of a crop, which, because of soil and climatic 
conditions, we were least fiited to grow in this 
country, should be considered desirable. We 
could not, in any circumstances, hope to 
compete with the prairies of Canada, the 
ampas of the Argentine, and the steppes of 
tussia in wheat-growing. It had been proved 
that the most paying form of tillage was the 
growing of crops for consumption on the 
farm. No good farmer now grew crops to be 
sold in bulk for cash. He might sell a 
surplus, but he would not sell the bulk. He 
excepted in this regard the malting’ barley 
grower, who had a permanent market, of a 
kind, at any rate In his experience of 
farming, the man who grew crops for sale 
was always poor, while his thrifty neighbour, 
who fed on the farm, prospered. There 
was no doubt that there was ample room for 
increased tillage. With increased tillage 
would come increased feeding, increased pro- 
duction and increased employment, and as a 
result, the betterment of the town trader 
and worker. 

PENSIONS FOR MINISTERS, 

On the question of national taxation, Mr. 
Ryan said that the Dail Ministers were row 
looking for pensions after being only a few 
years in office, and the farmer would, of 
course, have to find the money for this scheme. 
He would have to work twelve hours a day 
carrying an able-bodied man on his back and 
a cripple under his arm. Instead of seventy 
paid Senators for this small country twenty- 
six—one for each county—would be ample, 
and the same number of representatives would 
suffice for the Dail instead of the present 
number of 153 

Mr. James Timoney, Cappawhite, said that 
the great need of this country was the de- 
velopment of its industrial arms. The majority 
of the people were farmers, and only one son 
on each farm could get that farm, with the 
result that the other sons, finding no employ- 
ment at home, had to emigrate. 

Speaking from his experience as a trader, 
he said that any of the protected articles in 
this country which he had ever handled, such 
as tweeds, boots and hosiery, had not in- 
creased in price on the purchaser under pro- 
tection ; indeed, a slighter reduction in price 
had been shown. On the question of de-rating, 
Mr, Timoney found faults with the General 
Council cf Ccunty Councils, which had put 
forward a plea for the indiscriminate de-rating 
of the land of Ireland and did not show the 
ways and means by which the money could 
be got to run the country. 

EXTRAVAGANT SPENDING. 

Mr. P. English, Cashel, favoured de-rating, 
and said that there were lots of ways and 
means by which the necessary money could be 
raised to run the country without the burden 
falling back agair. on the farmers. Personally, 
he hoped that Commissioners would he 
appointed to manage all the chief public 
bodies of Ireland, and the sooner the better. 
During his twenty vears’ experience ws a 
representative on public bodies he never found 
such corruption and extravagant spending as 
there was at present. Within the lest three 
vears there had been an additional five 
thousand pounds paid in South Tipperary for 
home assistance. He knew people in Cashel 
who spent the money they received in the 
form of home assistance in sending it across 
to racing tipsters in England and in travelling 
by “bus to Clonmel to ge to the “ talkies.”

In certain quarters 
of India there are some who have accustomed 
themselves: to believe that. the only thing 
necessary to put India in the -position thev 
long to see her fill is some simple action br 
Great Britain, and who are therefore tempted 
to regard Great Britain as the only obstacle 
to the full and immediate realisation of their 
hopes. Yet, without undeérvaluing. the. part 
Great Britain has to play in these matters, } 
believe that at this moment.the.fature well: 
being of India, as also the rate of her political 
progress. depends far more profoundly upon 
what her public men can achieve for her in 
the welding into true unity of the different 
elements that compose her being and repre- 
sent the sum of her political thought, than 
upon anything that fis Majesty's Govern- 
ment or anybody else outside India may be 
able to do. 

“I am careful not to analyse the purpose 
of those who at a critical. stage in India's 
history would counsel her to reject the way 
of reason, which may persuade and convince 
in favour of destructive methods, the danger 
and futility of which she has already experi- 
enced in operation, but I am bound to make 
two things very clear. -- The first is this; ] 
have striven hard, not, 1 think, without 
result, to secure the recognition of what 1 felt 
to be the just claims of India at the hands 
of Great Britain, and at the same time to 
pursue a“póliéy of day-to-day administration 
in India that might not needlessly imperil 
any chance there might be of guiding the 
ship carrying a .preciops freight of India’s 
future into smoother waters. 


“CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE.” 

“It has not,»therefore, been the policy of 
my Government that prosecutions for 
seditious speéch should be extended beyond 
those cases where the language used, or the 
cireumstances of its employment, constituted 
an incitement to violente or made jt necessary 
to regard the speech: ds incidental to the 
movement directed to the subversion ‘of the. 
law and of the authority of the Government: 

“ft nas, “however, ‘recently been annotinced 
that the immediate goal of some who claim 
to represent India is the repudiation of alle- 
giance to the British Crown. It has further 
been made clear that. those who desire to 
achieve that goal contemplate resort to uncon- 
stitutioval and unlawful methods of civil 
disobendience, and with -veckless disregard of 
consequences, public profession hag been made 
of the intention to refuse recognition of 
India’s financial obligations, «to which: her 
credit has been pledged. ~~ 

“I am confident that the great preponder- 
nce of Indian opinion, which is both loyal 
and sane, will, when it-understands its im- 
plication, condemn decisively a programme 
which could only be accomplished through the 
subversion of the Government by law estab- 
lished, and which would strike a fatal blow 
at India’s economic 'life. It is evident that 
there are already some who regard yiolence, 
whether of individuals or of mobs, as the 
speediest and most effective solvent of 
political problems. 


NO TRUCE WITH TREASON. 

** Between such persons and all who believe 
in ordered society, based upon the sanctity oí 
life and respect, for property and other lawful 
rights and interests, thers can be no. com- 
position and no truce, and although the very 
authors of the present policy deprecate, some 
on grounds of principle and some on grounds 
of expediency, resort to violence, they can 
hardly be so lacking in either imagination or 
recollection of past events in India as not to 
be able to picture results in this direction 
which must follow, as they have always 
followed, from the adoption of the policy they 
recommend. 

“It remains my firm desire, as it is that of 
His Majesty’s Government, following the re 
cently professed wish of the British House of 
Commons, to do everything that is possible 
for. conciliation in order that Great Britain 
and India may collaborate together in finding 
the solution of our present difficulties, but it 
is no less incumbent.upop me to make it plain 
that I shall discharge to the full the responsi- 
bility resting. upon myself and upon my Wo- 
vernment for the effective maintenance of the 
law’s authority and for the preservation of 
peace and order, and in the fulfilment of this 
duty I do not doubt that I should have the 
full support of all sober citizens. : 


AN APPEAL FOR UNITY, 

“The second thing I would point out 1s 
that: in any case the Conference will be 
formed, The fact that some decline to take 
part in deliberations so closely affecting the. 
country’s future only throws greater respoasi- 
bility upon, and, I would add, gives wider 
opportunity to, those who are prepared ts 
face and solve difficulties in a constructive 
spirit. It is certainly no reason why His 
Majesty’s Government should be deflected 
from their declared intention to call the repre- 
sentatives of India to their counsels. I enter- 
tain no doubt but that those who will go to 
the Conference from British India will be men 
who can speak authoritatively for the sevora; 
component parts of the great volume of 
Indian public opinion which they will repre- 
sent. ?

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A PLANK BED AT

Clarence Hatry, the ex*millionaire finan- 
cier, who was .sentenced to fourteen years’ 
penal servitude by Mr. Justice Avory at 
the Central’ Criminal Court on Friday, is 
now confined in a small cell at Wandsworth 
Prison, where he sleeps on a plank bed. His 
three associates, who were sentenced at the 
same time, aré also at Wandsworth Prison 
iF the time being, sharing the same con- 


tions. It is expected that they will be 
moved to Maidstone, ere they will slee 
on beds thirty inches wide in separate cells 
measuring 8 feet by 10- feet, which they 
will themselves have to keep clean. They 
will have ordinary prison meals. 

The convicts at Maidstone-are all: called 
at 6.15 a.m., and have to put in 10 hours’ 
work a day if they are fit. They have their 
‘breakfast, which includes tea and porridge, 
at 7a.m. ‘Theré.is a hot midday meal every 
day, except on Sundays, when their fare 
is “bully beef ” and potatoes. On other 
days they are given liberal halping of plain, 
hot food. . , 

The third and last meal is at 6 p.m., and 
consists of bread, margarine, and cocoa. 
“Lights out” is at m. 

MAY APPEAL, 

There is the possibility that Hatry and 
his. associates may appeal against their sen- 
tences. It is reported that Hatry's final 
words .to his legal advisers after he was 
benténced 'on “Friday were “ I shall appeal.’ 
Nothing has been done so far towards lodg- 
ing an appeal, but the four men will pro- 
bably confer with their legal advisers on this 
point during the next few days. So far 
as Hatry is concerned, however, there is 
reason to believe that he was warned at 
‘an ‘early’ stage of the trial that his offence 
might ;incur the maximum penalty. 

f Hatry is obliged to serve the sentence 
passed. by Mr. Justice Avory it will be 
possible: for him to earn his release by good 
conduct.in ten years. If the other men 
serve their sentences and obtain good con- 
duct remissions, Tabor may be free in 1932. 
Dixon in 1933, and Daniels in 1034. 

Hatry. seems -to have been considerably 
shaken by the strain of the trial. and. the 
sentence passed n him, and it was re- 
ported yesterday that he was in a state of 
collapse and under medical supervision. In 
any event, it is improbable that he will be 
required to perform arduous physica] Jabour 
during his imprisonment. Both he and 
the other men received sentences of hard 
labour to run concurrently with their terms 
of penal servitude; but it is the longer sen- 
tence which: governs the conditions of their 
imprisonment’ and: the ‘‘hard Jabour”’ sen- 
‘tence will. in practice be . disregarded.
